POISONING HIS WIFE 


Young Broker Found Guilty of Murder 
at Batavia, 


HE MARRIED AN HEIRESS 


Within a Short Time Afier Wedding 
Woman Dies Suddenly. 


THE CORONER'S JURY FINDS PRUSSIC ACID 
Husband Wanted His Bride’s Money 
and Wished To Marry Ancther 
Young Lady. 


Zatavia, N. Y., July 29.—Howard C. Ben- 
ham, a young broker of tltis place, was 
today found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, 

Benham was remanded for sentence to 
Saturcay mornjng at 10 o'clock, when it Is 
probable his counsel will make a motion for 
a new triai. 

Benham did not seem to fully realize the 
force of the situation at first. As he was 
leaving the courtroom it seemed to dawn 
upon him in all its horrors. H's face grew 
deathly white, he toitered and seemed 
apout to fell. His attorneys gathered 
about him and walked with him out of the 
room. 

The Benham tragedy began with a ro- 
mance—the elopement on August 2, 1892, of 
Miss Florence Tout, an heiress, and but 
sixteen yeers of age. Howard C. Benham, 
at this time, was twenty-two years of age. 
In December last Mrs. Benham was taken 
seriously ill, and on the morning of Jan- 
uary 4th she died. Benham gave out a 
statement that death was due to rheuma- 
tism of the heart. 

Two days later, owing to various rumors, 
the coroner decided to have an aut »psy, the 
result of which was a statement that death 
was caused by atrophy and degeneration 
ef the muscular tissues. Later rumors be- 
came current that Benham purehased prus- 
sic acid, and Mrs. Benham’'s body was ex- 
humed and The various organs removed for 
examination. As a result the sooroner’s 
jury returned a verdict that the death of 
Mrs. Benham was caused by hydrocyanic 
acid or prussie acid poison administered by 
her husband. Benham was then indicted 
and was placed on trial June lst. 

As to the motive for the crime. it was 
said that Benham desired to be free from 
his wife not only that he might inherit 
$30,000, that she possessed, but that he 
might marry a young woman with whom 
he was said to be desperately in love.

He then sentenced Dillard to pay a fine 
of 5 cents or be confined in the county jail 
for ten minutes. The fine was paid.

Pittsburg, July 29.—Oak Hill, in the vicin- 
ity of Turtle Creek, Plum Creek and Sandy 
Creek, of DeArmitt, was invaded after 
midright by an army ef strikers who 
c4me to atten@ the great mass meeting to 
be held near the mines today. 

It is estimated that by daybreak there 
were several thousand miners encamped 
vpon the hills’ surrounding the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal Com- 
pany’s property. The came from ev- 
ery direction, headed by brass bands, 
Large delegations arrived from Willocks, 
GastonviNle, Finleyville and other points 
along the Wheeling division, nearly all of 
them carrying heavy walking sticks, and 
some were armed. 

There were no threats of violence, how- 
ever, and no indications of drinking. Many 
were supplied with foud enough to last 
two days. 

Immedimiely upon reaching Oak Hill the 
strikers prepare@for camp. In the valley 
leading up from Turtle Creek to one of the 
New York and Cleveland mines the com- 
pany had a powerful searchiight. it was 
kept shifting about in hopes of flanking 
any movement of the strikers to creep 
within reach of the mine unknown io the 
deputies, who guarded every approach, 
Long before duylight the strikers were up, 
and after eating their frugal meai, pre- 
pared for the day’s work. The intention 
was to see as many of DeArmitt's men 
before they got into the pits as possible. 

About 4 »’clock 1,30 strikers assembled 
at Turtie Creek and headed by three brass 
bands, with flags and banners fiving, 
marched past the houses occupied by De 
Armitts men. The strikers hoeted and 
velled and then marched to the mines, 
where they planted themselves before the 
pit, thus compelling De Armitt’s men to 
run the gantlet to get to work. 

A short time later, Sheriff Lowry, who 
had been wired to for assistance, arrived 
from Pittsburg with ffty deputies, armed 
with winchesiers, The strikers quietly 
withdrew and the new deputies were plac- 
éd on guard. 

When the meeting was called to order 
at 10 o’clock this morning there were 3,000 
striking min@rs in attendance, and before 
it was well under wey there were 6,000 peo- 
ple in the vicinity of the schoolhouse. 
About 9:30 o’clock 23) miners from the 
Sandy Creek mines marched to the meet- 
ing and quite a large number came from 
‘Surdle Creek. 

The demonstration had no effect upon 
the men at Pium Creex, and all went to 
werk. 

The strikers used all their powers of 
persvuasio~™ upon the diggers, but none were 
molestea and’ no threats were made. 

Previous to the mecting, Dehs, District 
President Dolan, Secretary Warner and 
M. P. Carrick wernt among the strikers and 
counseled them to keep within the bounds 
of the law and preserve gcod order 
throughout the day. Their advice was re- 
ceived with good grace by the men, who 
cheered the officials enthusiastic: lly. 

President Dolan was made chairman of 
the meeting, and in a short speech he 
accused De Armitt of insincerity. He said 
if De Armitt’s men did not come out, there 
would be a sympathy strike all over the 
United States. 

M. P. Carrick was next intreduced, and 
he said that workingmen all over the 
United States were interested in this strike, 
because it will have a tendency .to raise 
wages everywhere. 

“If you men of the De Armitt mines will 
not come out now, we will march 60,000 men 
here and compel you to come out, not by 
force, but by shame.” 

When Eugene V. Debs was introduced 
there was great enthusiasm. He said in 
part: 

“TIT am here not to encourage passion, but 
to appeal to reason. You are in the midst

“Fourth, they are also entitied to free 
and easy access io the court of justice of 
tawail in prosecution and defense of their 
rights, in every instance and degree of 
jurisdiction established by the laws. 

“Fifth, they are at liberty, under any and 
ail circumstances, to cheose and employ 
lewvyers and solicitors, advocates or agents 
from any class who they tmay see fit to 
authorize to act for them or in their name. 

‘‘In disregard to these rights, wrote Count 
GOkuma, 400 Japanese subjects, after being 
confined for considerable time, and with- 
out any judicial determination, without 
having access to the courts, withont hav- 
ing permission to consult with our repre- 
sentative, were ignominiously expelied from 
the country.” 

It is not suggested that similar treatment 
would under any circumstances be meted 
out to Hawalian citizens. In fact, the ac- 
tlon was based upon the fact that the per- 
sons concerned are allens, who Dy statutory 
action were deemed to be without the ter- 
ritoriai limits of Hawail. . 

Count Okuma said also that his govern- 
ment was convinced that act 17 of 1855 and 
act 66 of the preceding year, if correctly in- 
terpreted by Hawaiian authorities, is in 
contravention of the existing treaty between 
the two governments. The prqper regula- 
tion of immigration. he admits, is the legiti- 
mate exercise of the police power of the 
state, the reasonable laws on the subiect, 
reasonably administered by Hawaii will 
promote no remonstrance from Japan. In 
the present case the laws were a feversa! 
of the existing precedence arbitrarily und 
capriciously enforced, and that the exira 
judicial proceedings of the Hawaiian au- 
thorities were not conclusive and the re- 
fusal of the court appealed to, to inter- 
vene, was a denial of justice. The con- 
clusion being that the Japanese government 
entertained the expectation that this gov- 
ernment will recognize the principle of in- 
demnification, and, further, they ask for the 
additional assurance that these acts will 
not be repeated.

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GOVERNOR KNOWS THE NAMES 
OF MEN WHO LYNCHED RYDER. 


offers Rewards for Their Conviction, and Calls Upon 
the Grand Juries of Two Counties to 
Begin an Immediate Investigation. 


THE CONSTITUTION GAVE HIM ALL THE FACTS 


The Brothers of the Man Who Was Lynched Tell the Governor 
All They Know, and He Acts Promptly—sewards 
for the Griffin Lynchers to Come Next. 


“Tf have cffered a reward for information which will lead to the con- 
viction of the men who lynched De. Ryder, but I propose to see that the

rosecution of the lynchers does not stop with the offering of a reward. If 
‘one man had killed Ryder he would have been guilty of murder, and I fail 
see wherein the fact that fourteen participated in the killing relieves 
ne of them of individual guilt. 


The names of the lynchers have 


been placed in my hands and they will be prosecuted. I did not know until 
today that The Censtitution’s account of the lynching was the only truthful 
one published, for I have read conflicting stories in many papers, but from 
the testimony which I have heard today I am convinced not only that Mr. 
Cramer was present at the lynching, but that his report is accurate.”— 


Governor Atkinson. 


The foregoing tells in brief the result of | 


a lengthly conference yesterday between 
Governor Atkinson, Dr. Charles A. Ryder, 
professor R. A. Ryder, George L. Bell and 
Secretary of State Candler, in the executive 
office of the etate capitol. The Ryder 
prothers were present on invitation of the 
governor, and Mr. Bell came with them at 
their own solicitation to assist in laying 
plans for the identification and conviction 
of the men who lynched Dr. W. L. Ryder 
in Talbot county a week ago last Monday. 
Colonel Candler came into the conference 
to introduce Dr. Charles Ryder to the 
governor, ' and staid at the governor's 
request to: participate in the discussion. 
The Ryder brothers told the governor the 
plain and straightforward story of the 
lynching, and made no effort whatever in 
the line of urging him asto what his duty 
was under the circumstances. Their pres- 
entation of the case was manly and digni- 
fied, and when they concluded Governor 
Atkinson at once expressed not only his 
willingness to co-operate with them in their 
efforts to bring the guilty parties to jus- 
tice, but he said that he would only be 
doing his duty in using every endeavor on 
the part of the state to accomplish that 
end. The details of the lynching were 
discussed at some length, and several facts 
not heretofore published were brought out. 
The governor wanted to know how many 
men were in the lynching party, and Dr. 
Charles A. Ryder told him that the only in- 
formation on.that point had been contrib- 
uted by The Constitution correspondent, 
whom he knew to have been present at the 
lynching and to have been with the mob 
from the moment that they took posses- 
sion of their victim at Waeverly Hall. The 
governor- made several other inquiries on 
the same line, and in the end learned that 


- The Constitution report of the trage@y was 


written by the only man who dared con- 
fess his knowledge of the facts, and that 
it was safe for him to proceed with his 
investigations on the lines laid down in 
The Constitution. 
Governor Means Business. 

There was no hesitancy on the governor’e 
part as to offering a reward for the lynch- 
ers, but there was ‘some question as to 
what shape the offer should be made in. 
The Ryder brothers gaid that in addition 
to The Constitution correspondent, they 
had the name of one young man who was 


present as a non-participant, and of sev- 


eral others whom they knew to have ta- 
ken an active part both in the formation 
of the mob and in the carrying out of its 
deadly purpose. The young man. referred 
to drove The Constitution correspondent 
into Talbotton early on the morning after 
the lynching, and was met at the Weston 
hotel by Mr. Charles Ryder, a fact which 
furnishes the only information which the 
brothers at present have against him. 
Inasmuch as this young man is likely to 
Play an important part in the investigation 
by the Talbot county grand jury, it is 
Proper to state on tbe authority of The 


Constitution. correspondent that while he 


Was present at the lynching he took ab- 
Solutely no part in it. He met the mob 
at Waverly Hall and followed it back to 
the Willis homestéad, where Dr. Ryder 
was hanged, but neither on the trip nor 
during the execution did he in any way as- 
sist the lynchers or contribute to their 
horrible work. It is necessary to state 
this fact at this time because a great deal 
of injustice may be done the young man by 
imesponsible publications in future. 

80 far as could be discovered yesterday, 
the governor had no authority for believ- 
ing that the rest of the men whose names 
Were submitted to him, had been in the 
lynching party other than the words of 
the Ryder brothers, but this word means 
& good deal. Not only have the brothers 
secured much information by shrewd de- 
téetive work since the lynching, but Dr. 
Charles Ryder is personally-in a position 
to identify some of the lynchers. He sat 
in the Wagon with the sheriff's posse which 
Passed the mob near Waverly Hall, and he 


some of the men composing it. All the 
names thus obtained have been submitted 
to the govrnor with the individual evidence 
foncerning them. 

Enough Evidence Already. 


After yesterday’s conference the Ryder 


brothers returned to their homes, refusing | 


t0 Say more to the newspaper men who 
interviewed them than that they were 
entirely satisfied with the developments of 
their case to date, and with the treatment 
they had received it at the hands of the 
©°vernor. They have not weakened a bit in 
their resolve. to avenge their brother’s 
death, ang seem even more determined

than they did at Talbotton on the evening 
when the awful news was first brought to 
them. As soon as they left the governor's 
office in the capitol a proclamation in ac- 
cordance with the facts as above stated, 
was issued, and today the formal notices 
will be sent all over the state. 

The rewards offered by the governor are 
as follows: $500 for the first two arrests 
and convictions of the Ryder lynchers; 
$100 for each succeeding individual arrest 
and conviction of a lyncher; $2530 for the 
arrest of and conviction of any person 
for feloniously preventing the arrest or 
detection of any person or persons engaged 
in the crime. 

Governor Atkinson in discussing the sit- 
uation after the conference said: 

“Executive action in this case is not 
going to stop with the offer of a reward. 
Not only will the grand jury of Talbot 
county be compejied to make an investiga- 
tien, but a similar responsibility rests upon 
the good people of Harris county. The fact 
Seems generally to have been forgotten that 
Or. Ryder was taken by force of arms from 
the officers of the law at Waverly Hall, 
which is in Harris county, and, although 
he was carried across the line and lynched 
in Talbot county, the people of Harris have 
a plain duty before them. The statement 
has been frequently made that the citizens 
of those communities indorse the lynching, 
but I do not for a moment believe that 
such is the case. 

“We are told that a just and impartial 
investigation into the lynching is impossi- 
ble because of the state of public feeling 
there, but I do not hesitate to declare 
this to be an untruth. We do not only 
have sufficient information already to jus- 
tify me in predicting that the guilty par- 
ties will be brought to justice, but we are 
in the way of securing a good deal of ad- 
ditional information The report of The 
Constitution correspondent that but four- 
teen men committed the crime only in- 
creases my belief In this respect. A cow- 
ard bent on lynching feels that there is 
safety in a crowd, but each one of those 
fourteen is today as guilty of the crime of 
killing Dr. Ryder as if he himself had 
taken a knife and cut the doctor’s throat.” 

The governor was asked what he believed 
to be the best plan for the state to adopt 
in regard to past and future lynchings, and 
he said, passing entirely from a discussion 
of the Ryder case: 

How To Stop Lynchings. 

“Lynchings in the house have. been, with 
rare exceptions, exclusively for the offense 
of rape. In nearly every instance this 
crime is committed by a negro on a white 
woman. The frequent occurrence of the 
offense is due to the increase in the number 
of desperate negroes, who regard neither 
moral nor municipal law. While a con- 
siderable element of the negro race has 
greatly improved its moral,, material, intel- 
lectual and religious status since emancipa- 
tion, it is unfortunately true that a very 
ereat number of them are vastly worse 
citizens than thought capable of on being 
freed. These have no conception of moral- 
ity, no regard for the law or rights of oth- 
ers. During skavery, even covering the 
war period when our women were under 
the protection of slaves, there was no out- 
rages upon them. The evil which lynching 
is chiefly intended to exterminate is the 
direct result of giving freedom to people 
who have not been prepared to assume the 
responsibility or discharge the duties of 
citizens. 

“While lynching is to be lamented, and 
condemned, and must be stopped, there is 
no country in the world which if situated 
as we are in the south would not now have 
the same practice and would not now have 
to solve the same problem which confronts 
us. When the press, pulpit and leaders of 
thought speak out in unmeasured terms 
in condemnation of this abominable prac- 
tice, the people will be taught that crime 
cannot be exterminated by a resort to 
crime, that patriotic pride, the preservation 
of government, their own safety, demands 
that no man be deprived of life save by 
the due process of law. 

“Legislation can provids these remedies: 
In order to enlist the taxpayers in each 
preventing lawlessness and in 
detecting and punishing criminals, to do 
justice to the heirs of the party lynched, 
the county from whose officers the party 
is taken and lynched should be Wable in 
damages in a sum not less than $5,000, to 
be recovered in suit by the administrators 
of the party lynched.

Mr. Spence is in the case heart and soul 
and when he stood before the jury to speak 
his appearance was one of striking earn- 
estness. He made an eloquent and touching 
appeal for the prisoner. He closed his 
speech after an hour and a half before 
the jury. 

Captain W. T. Kimsey, solicitor gencral, 
spoke next for the prosecution. Captu.1 
Kimsey’s masterly speeches in criminal 
cases that he has tried have won for him 
an excellent reputation as a prosecuting ats 
torney. Yesterday he exceeded all former 
efforts, and for two hours he talked to the 
jury in that logical, reasoning, convincing 
and forceful way that is peculiar to him. 

Xaptain Kimsey said that the prisoner 
had motives for his crime—motives such as 
a brute with a depraved and abandoned 
heart might have. He arrayed all of the 
powerful force of his argument in showing 
up the prisoner in the blackest way possi- 
ble. He claimed that the medical experts 
had none of them been absolutely certain 
of Flanagan's insanity. 

Captain Kimsey was followed by Colonel 
Ww. C. Glenn. ; 

Before” Colonel Glenn began his speech 
he asked the court to allow him to intro- 
duce some newly discovered evidence. He 
said that Witness G. R. Hartley had just 
arrived and he wamed to reopen the case 
to get in the testimony of the witness. 

Judge Candler allowed the request.

The state announced that Mr. Bras- 
well would make the opening speech for 
the prosecution. 

Judge Candler then announced the order 
of argumert as follows: The state to open, 
the defense to follow with two speeches, the 
state to have the next speech, then the de- 
fense and the state to have the closing 
argument. 

Colonel Glenn objected to this arrange- 
ment. He wanted to have the closing 
speech. 

Judge Candler overruled the objection and 
said that he had arranged the order accord- 
ing. to the law. 

“But your honor, I want to vary the or- 
der,”’ said (Mr. Glenn. 

Judge Candler refused to vary the order, 
and Mr. Glenn subsided. 

Judge Outlines the Case. 

At this point Judge Candler thought it 
best to retire the jury and save the at- 
torneys the trouble of arguing on the point 
to be decided. He told what he would 
charge on the lunacy question, which was 
as follows: 

‘My idea at present is if a man has,suffi- 
cient reason to distinguish between right 
and wrong, in relation to a particular act 
abow® to be committed, he is criminally 
responsible and should be by courts and 
juries so held. 

“Tf a man has not sufficient reason to 
know the distinction between the right and 
wrong of a particular act about to be com- 
mitted he is not criminally responsible for 
the act. The unsoundness of mind which 
excuses from crime is such as dethrones 
reason and renders an individual incapable 
of distinguishing between the right or 
wrong of the particular act. 

“Tf in consequence of a delusion con- 
nected with the act in question the will is 
overmastered erd the reason fs dethroned 
as to that particular’ act, there is 
no criminal intent as to that act, and hence 
no criminal responsibility for that act; but 
it is not every delusion of a man that wovld 
render one irresponsible; it must be such 
a delusion aS’ is connected with the act 
in question, and must be such a delusion 
as overmasters the will and dethrones rea- 
son as to that particular act.” 


The Argument Begins. 

The argument was opened by Colonel W. 
W. Braswell for the state at 9:45 o'clock. 

Cdtonel Braswell gave 4 review of the 
case and painted the prisoners crime in 
{ts blackest colors. 

Colonel Braswell told of what the state 
claimed and had proven. His argument was 
strong and well made. Mr. Braswell spoke 
for an hour and twenty minutes. 

Mr. George Glenn followed Mr. Braswell 
in the first speech for the defense. It was 
Mr. Glenn’s first speech in the case, he not 
being present at the former trial. He spoke 
for only one hour. He dealt in plain, simple 
facts. 

The speech of Mr. Glenn was a splendid 
effort and showed the speaker to be an 
orator of no mean ability. 

The second speech for the defense was

Witness told of Flanagan falling in love 
with a little girl who, he said, the prisoner 
had told him he was going to marry on 
Christmas.

Large Bars of Gold Have Been Found in | 


a Georgia Cave. 


NEGRO WAS AFTER A ’POSSUM 


Crawled Into the Opening and Made 
Rich Find 


GREAT EXCITEMENT PREVAILS AT KEITH, GA 


It Is Believed That an Old Mine the 
Indians Worked Will Be Found 
Near There. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 29.—(Special.)— 
Great exc'tement prevails at Keith, Wa., 
over the discovery of a large quantity of 
what is supposed to be gold in a cave near 
that place. A few nights since a negro 
named Pete Gilbert went ‘possum bunting, 
and his dog treed in a cave near the town 
which had never been explored within the 
memory of people now living at the village. 
The next morning Gilbert crawled into 
the cavern to see if he could catch the 
‘possum. When he got on the inside he 
found a large room, and lying on the floor 
were two mattocks, two hatmnmmers, two 
anvils and a quantity of bars of metal, the 
latter being piled along the walls of the 
room. The larger number of the bars wefe 
six feet long by 9x9 inches. In addition to 
the large bars were a number of smaller 
ones ranging from six inches in length. 
The negro informed Will Waterhouse, who 
owns the land, and he investigated the 
find. He thinks that the bars of metal have 
gold in them. He says the outside is copper, 
but that the inside of the bars ts a differ- 
ent metal, and he says it looks as if gold 
had been put up in copper cases. Water- 
house was in this city today to get money 
to have the metal analyzed. He is confident 
he has made a discovery. 

No one here seems to know anything 
about the cave or how the tools came to 
be in it, and it is thought an interesting 
story will come out of the investigation. 

Young Keith states that there is a leg- 
end in the vicinity of Keith which has it 
that the Indians knew of the existence 
of gold in that vicinity, and that it fs be- 
lieved this find will lead to the discovery 
of the Indian mine, whatever it was. Traces 
of gold have been found in the vicinity of 
Keith, and this adds to the excitement of 
the finds

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MURDERER BUTLER COLLAPSED 


Ship from Australian Ports brings 
News of Trial. 


THE PRISONER TELLS HIS STORY 


The Jury Was Out Less Than Two 
Hours To Make a q 
Verdict. 


San Francisco, July 29.—The steamer Al- 
ameda arrived from Australian ports this 
morning via Samoa and Honolulu. 

The A’ameda brings from Sydney papers 
describing the trial and conviction of bBut- 
ler, the murderer, who was captured in 
San Francisco and returned to Australia, 
and. who has since been hanged. The trial 
lasted four dayg and in some respects Ww4s 
sensational. 

On the last day of the trial 
tempted to cut his throat with the metal 
tag taken from a plug of tobacco. The 
attempt was discovered, however, before 
he had done any serious damage. On the 
same day, while being led into court, But- 
ler became uncontrollable, and had a 
fierce struggle with his guards. He was 
finally dragged into the courtroom, hand- 
cuffed and forced to keep still. 

When the prosecution had finished its 
case Butler was asked if he had anything 
to say. The murderer was in a state of 
collapse, apparently, and the court ad- 
journed until the afternoon to give him 
time to recover. He then, in a low tone, 
made a rambling statement that he started 
for the mines with Weller at Weller’s sv- 
lici.ation. On the way Weller acted qucer- 
ly, and when he displayed a pistol Butler 
thought that Weller was going to shoot 
him. Instead, however, Weller placed the 
Mstol to his own head and when Butler 
grabbed it in an endeavor to take it away 
the weapon was discharged and Weller 
was shot through the head. Butler said he 
had used Weller’s papers to enable him 
to ship as. a sailor, as he had no papers 
of his own. 

The case was then given to the jury, 
which deliberated for an hour and twenty 
miriutes before bringing in a verdict of 
guilty. The judge then pronounced the sen- 
tence, and when he concluded with the 
words, ‘‘and may God have mercy on your 
soul,’’ Butler quickly retorted, ‘and may 
He have mercy on yours, too.”

A party of po- 
ice was sent to the scene, but the leader 
returned sick. No details ure obtainable.

ored Baptist church here yesterday, prom- 
ises to develop a tremendous sensation. 
Resides Pritchard. the slayer, there are 
eight other negro preachers and deacons 
in jail here charged with being conspira- 
tors to Patterson’s murder. They are A. 
J. Stokea; J. T. Brown, John Williams, 
Mace Coleman, F. A. and C. J. McCou, 
W. M. Bradley and John Banham. The 
First Baptist colored congregation, of 
which Patterson was a leader, charge 
Stokes, Brown and the other defendants, 
who are ministers and officers of rival 
congregations, with having conspired to 
take the lives of Patterson, J. C. Lefwich 
and others who might seek to contes: the 
seating of the delegation from Brown's 
church to the state conference here. 
The prosecution insists that Prichard, 
who confesses to having done the shoot- 
ing, was the ignorant tool of the others. 
Both factions have employed able counsel 
and many of the ignorant negroes are 
mortgaging and selling their little be- 
longings to pay Attorney fees. etc. The 
coroner's jury is investigating the case, as 
also is the grand jury of the county. The 
proceedings in the latter are secret, but 
much damaging testimony to the defend- 
ants has been presented to the coroner. 
Several members of Patterson's faction 
state that threats were made to them if 
they opposed Brown's delegation. The ne- 
groes are greatly excited, but no fears of 
lynching are entertained.

The Republican Bluff Called. 

The successful manner in which the 
democrats called the bluff which was 
played by President McKinley before 
the senate of the United States estab- 
lishes the fact that the republicans are 
afraid to handle the financial question. 

All during the presidential campaign 
Mr. McKinley made it prominent that, 
deeply wedded though he was to a pro- 
tective tariff, yet the money question 
was the more prominent; and it would 
be the first duty of the republean party, 
when restored to power; tt so legtstate 
upon it as to restore confidence and 
prosperity. Hundreds of thousands of 
western republicans were gulled by this 
pledge into voting the republican tick- 
et, and it was through their aid that 
Mr. McKinley reached the white house. 
Once there he forgot his solicitude about 
the financial issue in his’ anxiety for 
his pet hobby of a high tariff. This anx- 
iety was excused by many on the ground 
that as the subject was near to him it 
was but natural that he should want to 
dispose of the tariff question, when he 
could come at once.to the great and 
overpowering issue of the financial sit- 
uation. Thus it has been that congress 
has been in session since the 15th of 
March, the one house idly waiting upon 
the other as it slowly went over the 
items of the Dingley bill. 

But as the months rolled by, as busi- 
ness failed to improve and strikes be- 
gan to increase, it became evident that 
the money question would have to be at- 
tended to in some shape or other. [or 
two. weeks before adjournment the peo- 
ple of the country -were interested in 
couffteting rumors as to the president’s 
intention to send a special message to 
congress, in answer to which that body

sion, in order to remove that admitted- 
ly greatest of our evils—a false financial 
System. 

Accordingly, at the heel of the session, 
when both houses were about ready to 
adjourn, President McKinley sent in his 
message, in which he declared that the 
money question was so pressing that it 


demanded immediate attention. His 
suggestion was railroaded through the 


nouse through the methods which Speak- 
er Reed knows so well how to apply, 
and reaching the senate the matter 
was about to be pigeonholed. The re- 
publican senators’ “were actively en- 
gaged in trying to-enforce an adjourn- 
ment, without giving the message the 
courtesy of a reading, and to Senator 
3aecon, of Georgia, is due the credit of 
springing a point of order which com- 
pelled the senators to face the inevit- 
Then it was that the true nature 
of the republican position began to be 
seen. They had no intention of acting 
upon the president’s message, and the 
president himself, in sending it, had no 
idea that it would ever reach action. It 
was but a huge bluff by which the coun- 
try was to be hoodwinked into the be- 
lief that the administration was going 
to deal energetically with the money 
question. It was but a tub thrown to 
the whale of political discontent, chief- 
ly intended to tide over the fortunes of 
Mr. Hanna in Ohio. 

It became the lot of Senator Bacon 
to demand consideration for the presi- 
dent’s message. He declared for the 
democrats present that they were will- 
ing to remain in session and keep up a 
quorum and to offer no fractious opposi- 
tion, in order that the republican sen- 
ators might enter at once upon the ful- 
fiillment of their pledges. This same 
proffer of attendance and friendly aid 
came from Senator Allen and all those 
who were in the opposition. Then was 
the singular spectacle presented of the 
opposition demanding consideration for 
the message of the president, and for the 
carrying out of the plans which he 
argued were so necessary for the wel- 
fare of the country, while the president’s 
friends were engaged in the work of 
trying to railroad through a motion to 
adjourn in order to cut off debate. Even 
Mr. Hanna, who was present, and whose 
portly promises for’ financial reform are 
still remembered, refused to raise a word 
in behalf of immediate consideration, 
and voted for adjournment. Thus the 


bluff was called. The republican offer 
to legislate for financial reform was 
proven to be insincere, and upon this 
doctrine of insincerity the party goes 
before the country. 

As before stated, the great cry of the 
republican party during the campaign 
was for “sound money.” It declared 
that the question should be placed be- 
yond controversy. It had dallied for 
month after month with other ques- 
tions, and has finally beén checkmated 
in this attempt to enact a parliament- 
ary fraud upon the people. All this, 
too, in view of the fact that the money 
question is regarded as the greatest 
which has come before the country in its 
century of existence. ‘ven the other 
night, after adjournment of congress, 


Secretary Gage, in speaking for the 
republican party, and as the 
head of the «treasury portfolio, 


which is the business bureau of the gov- 
ernment, declared that the tariff issue 
was infinitesimal beside the demand 
for money reform. Notwithstanding this 
declaration, which is but an echo of 
what the people have already declared, 
the country is doomed to a fresh period 
of disappointment. The doctor who begs 
to be called to the side of the sick pa- 
tient and then fails to apply the remedy, 
is a wretch indeed, but what is he com- 
pared to that great doctor of political 
ills who went before the country on @ 
series of false promises and who is un- 
able to redeem a single one of them? 
The people of the United States are 
too intelligent to be further bunkoed 
by such transparent schemes, and they 
know now, if they did not know it be- 
fore, that the republican party is but 
the creature of corporations, trusts and 
rings, which have no other purpose but 


the destruction of personal liberty and 
the robbery of their substance.

A Note of Despair. 

What strange language is this com- 
ing from one of the leading Spanish 
newspapers? Since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, more than two years ago, it 


sounds the most despairing note which 
has yet been heard on the Cuban up- 
rising. 

In commenting upon the recently an- 
nounced plan of Premier Canovas to 
send over 20,000 additional troops early 
in the fall, this complaining interpreter 
of public sentiment, El Pais, indulges in 


some very plain criticism. Says the 
Spanish newspaper: 

Spain cannot acquiesce in this. After 
having suffered so much, the country has 


decided not to make any more fruitia@ss sac- 
rifices. ‘‘Not one more soldier, not one more 


cent.’' is now Spain's motto. How can the 
men who govern us continue to demand 
the sacrifice of our youth and money, 
which our industry and agriculture so sore- 
lv need? The country is tired of war, and 
will not renew its efforts to continue the 
present war, much less to undertake an- 
other one, with the United States, for in- 
stance. So firmly is Spain decided not to 
give any more soldiers or money for the 
Cuban campaign that well-informed news- 


papers, such as Fl Liberal, already speak 
freely of the matter, and certain politicians 
now hint at the possible elimination of a 
part of the national territory. 

If the above quoted journal reflects in 
its columns the popular feeling of the 
kingdom, it is evident that public senti- 
ment in Spain is growing heartily sick 
of the long-protracted and fruitless cam- 
paign of barbarity which General Wey- 
ler is conducting in Cuba. Until the 
struggle is decided either one way or 
the other, Spain is destined to remain 
at a standstill, so far as her commer- 
cial interests are concerned. It 
fectly natural, therefore, that the bus- 
iness men of the country should enter 
their’ most emphatic protest against the 


further continuance of the war, even 
though its abandonment at this time 
means the sacrifice of Cuba. If is also 
perfectly natural that every man, WoO- 


man and child in Spain whose interests 
have been affected by the constant 
draft which the war has made wpon the 
resources of the kingdom, should cry 
out in beseeching terms against the pre- 
miér’s plan of sending over additional 
troops. The domestic happiness and 
prosperity of Spain are worth vastly 
more to all true and patriotic Spaniards, 
who have the welfare of the country at 
heart, than the possession of Cuba at 
the sacrifice of life and treasure which 
it must necessarily entail. This view 
seems to be growing in favor with the 
Spanish masses, and unless present ind- 
cations fail utterly, Spain will soon be 
prepared to relinquish all hold upon the 
crushed Pearl of the Antilles, 

Of course Premier Canovas intends to 
carry out his plan of subduing’ Cuba if 
possible; but from the restless spirit of 
discontent which is today making it- 
self felt in Spain, it is evident that the 
premier will find it much more dfficult 
to enforce his plan than to merely an- 
nounce it. Without anticipating future 
events, it remains to be seen what re- 
course the people of Spain will take to 
thwart the premier’s hostile designs and 


restore peace and tranquillity to the 
kingdom. 
Altgeld’s Vindication. 
The contrast between the past and 
present governors of the state of Illi- 
nois' was brought into striking retief 


upon the occasion of the unveiling of the 
Logan statue, in a manner which «was 
highly suggestive. 

The story, as editorially told by The 
Chicago Times-Herald, furnishes a full 
Vindication of the character of ex-Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, who was so bitterly at- 
tacked in its columns. 

When the campaign was in progress 
last year, one of the most pronounced 
oppcnents of the re-election of Governor 
Altgeld was The Chicago Times-Herald. 
It is true that that newspaper could not 
afford to openly indorse the candidacy 
of John R. Tanner, the republican nom- 
inee, but while it acted an apparently 
independent role, its denunciation of 
Governor Altgeld could have no other 
effect than to aid the election of John 
R. Tanner. When this course was nec- 


essary in order to strengthen the Me- | 


Kinley electoral tieket in that state. it 
will be seen what a bitter pill repub- 
licanism was willing to swallow in or- 
der to put its presidential candidate in 
the white house, 

The career of John R. Tanner was 
one well Known to the general public. 
That he had been at one time a fugitive 
from his state for the taking of human 
life, was freely published, and that 
while he had succeeded in wearing out 
the case against him, his after life was 
such as to indicate what his course as 
governor would be, was well known. 
Notwithstanding all this, The Times- 
Herald gave him the support of neutral- 
ity, if indeed, it was not something more. 

Since the assumption of office by Gov- 
ernor Tanner, he has apparently proven 
to be the pliant creature of every evil 
influence which needed his assistance. 
It was no wonder then, according to The 
Times-Herald, that when Governor Tan- 
ner appeared in the streets of Chicago 
he was violently hissed, and in

places where hisses did not greet him, 
he was received in the coldness of si- 
lence. It is no wofder that The Times- 
Herald is forced to admit that Mr. Alt- 
geld was never hissed upon his public 
appearance in Chicago. This. difference 
of treatment was due to the fact that 
the people knew Altgeld to be an hon- 
est man, no matter how much they 
might have differed with some of his 
political acts. The great part of the 
Logan assembly was composed of men 
who had voted for Tanner an® McKin- 
ley and against Altgeld and Bryan, and 
yet nothing short of. hisses could ex- 
press their contempt of the man who 
had succeeded Governor Altgeld. Dur- 
ing the whole procession there was but 
one incident which showed the true 
connection of Governor Tanner. It is 
thus described by The Herald: 


But after a brief pause a man stepped 


out of the crowd to do homage to the 
governor of the state of Logan, Lincoln 
and Grant. It was ‘“*Mike’’ McDonald, 


former gambler and democratic boss. -The 
bond of friendship between the two men 
was apparent. In the presence of the multi- 
tude, under the ‘streaming banners, the 
goverhor and the gambler clasped hands. 
Was it not a beautiful sight? Could any 
citizen of Illinois behold it without a thrill 
of pride? The greeting from ‘‘Mike” must 
have reconciled Captain Tanner to the jeers 
of the crowd. For it is to the ‘Mike’ Mc- 
Donalds of this city, not to the honest 
men and women, that John R. Tanner ap- 
peals for judgment on the rectitude of his 
course. 

In the light of these incidemts ex-Gov- 
ernor Altgeld may well rest satisfied un- 
der his. vindication.

A Case in Point. 
The story has already been told in 


the news columns of The Constitution 
of the quarrel now going on between 
Judge Henry, of the Rome circuit, and 
The Daily Commercial, of that city. It 
seems that when the now famous 
Bridges case was called, the first effort 
of the defense was for delay. -In com- 
menting upon the motion for a continu- 
ance, The Rome Commercial said: 

We do not suppose that any one was sur- 
prised at the motion for continuance, The 
people now come to look for these things as 
a matter of course. In the light of recent 
events we do not suppose that it would 
surprise any one were the said Bridges 
treated to a ceat of tar and feathers, should 
the continuation be, or have been, granted. 

Irom his place on the bench Judge 
Henry thought it proper to attack this 
newspaper paragraph, declaring that it 
was “improper” and announcing his in- 
tention of doing his duty at all hazards. 
In reply to the judge's words The Com- 
mercial came back in a personal criti- 
cism holding “that every word in yes- 
terday’s paper was true, and we hereby 
indorse and affirm every word of it.” 
Defending this position, The Commer- 
cial said: 

This Bridges case is the talk of the state 
of Georein. It does look to an outsider like 
he should be tried and some disposition 
made his case, Because nothing has 
been done furnishes the reason for The 
Commercial’s editorial of yvesterday.. We 
see no reason why we should retract any- 
thing, and if the judge of the superior 
court don™ ‘Tke it, we are sorry, but we 
can’t help it, 

Hardly were the words of this editori- 
al read in the city of Rome before the 
solicitor general, in his place in the 
courtroom, made the astounding an- 
nouncement that the indictment and pa- 
pers in the Bridges»aase had been stolen 
from his desk, anadsthat he was for the 
moment balked. This development, com- 
ing so soon after the declaration of The 
Commercial as to what might be expect- 
ed, but illustrates one phase of what 
the people have been trying to reform. 
They have seen case after case docket- 
ed only to drag its weary length from 
vear to year upon one pretext or an- 
other, and they are tired of it. ‘When 
they are tcld that the laws are good 
enough, they demand to know the rea- 
son of these delays which render ver- 
dicts impossible, They see men who 
are guilty of petty crimes rushed 
through to years of penal servitude, 
while men guilty of enormous offenses 
shielded behind technicality, bid defi- 
ance to the law and smile with uncon- 
cern they read about defeated jus- 
tice. 

While the remarks of The Rome Com- 
mercial in the case alluded to were not 
in order while the case was pending, yet 
the subsequent development places the 
controversy where Judge Henry will 
hardly care to continue it. The criti- 
cism of a case while on trial is apt to 
injuriously affect the administration of 
justice, and must, necessarily, be imper- 
fect in that it seeks to treat of matters 
in solution. ‘Aftem the court has got 
through with its work, and the record 
is ecmplete, newspapers can discuss it 
with more intelligence. 

The new development in the case 
brings The Rome Tribune into the con- 
troversy, which regards the theft of the 
papers in the Bridges case as the great- 
est piece of carelessness vet attempted. 
The Tribune condemns the spirit which 
leads to the delays of justice, of which 
this act is but another evidence, and 
Says:

nation. He is fiftv years of age, and when 
only fifteen was in the confederate army 
as a drummer.

He later became interested in some larg 
real estate deals in Buncombe and adjoin- 
ing counties. In 1876 he was an active work- 
er for the election of Vance as governor, 
and won the reputation of being the most 
ardent democrat in the state.

Seen as Through a Glass Darkly. 


And they got their little bits of smoked glass ready and craned thelr necks. 
Sure enough just a little bit up the hill, as the sun journeyed on, the palid’ moon 
stepped unexpectedly from the wayside and stood in the path, stolid and defiant. 
To us, dwelling here in this distant corner of the earth whereon the sun lavishes 
lis brightest smiles, this first antagonistic movement was noted. 

It was just as if you had a bright, new coined go!d picco of money and a tiny 
crescent of deep black ink had been carefully traced in the upper right hand cor- 
ner, as it stood on edge. Then as the earth folk, with their vain p.eces of 
stained glassy looked on, the crescent crept imperceptibly, yet certain‘, ‘arther 
and farther toward the center until finally there was more of it than there was 
of the bright gold surface, which latter, at the climax, was but a thin golden 
crescent abcve a circling rim of »Dlack. 

The world grew a few shades darker. A steady sort of shadow crept into the 
fresh morning light and gave it a weird,dark-bright aspect. It was not as if a 
cloud obscured the eun, for there was a color of sunshine in the sober, subdued 
hue of the light and rescued the world from absolute darkness. 

‘The sun did the best he could. He peeped from behind the black shadow of 
the moon and seemed to be struggling hard against complete obliteration. Every- 
where the people were watching the constantly growing patch of black against 
the sun. When it had reached the eize of two-thirds of the sun’s surface it 
paused, and those who watched closely for a minute or two observed that it was 
retreating back and cach moment growing less and less. 

‘The Eclipse Over at 10 O’clock. 


It was nearly 10 o’clock before the laughing sun was free. Then the peopls 
went on to their work and the sun went on its journey, none dispirited or dis- 
heartened by being for the time eclipsed by its less powerful rival, the moon. 
According to those wise seers, the astrologers, it Was a very simple thing that 
happened—very simple indeed. They say that the moon in the course of its month- 
_ly revolution passed between the earth and the sun and thus its shadow was 
cast upon the earth. j 

The moon, we are told, cuts a small figure in comparison with the sun. It 
is a giobe, only 2,163 miles in diameter, and is located 24¢,000 miles from the earth. 
On the other hand the 6un is 866,000 miles in diameter and is 94,200,000 riles 
from us. We are told that the velocity of the moon as {it shot across the path 
of the sun wag about twenty-four times as great as that of an express train. 

There was cnough novelty about this performance by the plarets to afford a 
half cf a forenccn of fine cntertainment in Atlanta. The people used their smoked 
glasses to the best advantage. The strects and vards were full of upturned faces 
leveled at-the sun, which was bearing up under its troubles with most commenda- 
bie fortitude.

Doubtless there was a gencral holiday, and*+the president proclaimed general 
thanksgiving in recognition of the victory over the sun, Congress probably adjourned 
and the tariff bill went over until next week. On the sun it was different, no doubt.

The committee held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon. Among the questions taken 
up was the grade crossing scheme, and 
i®@ was decided to invite Mr. Comer to ap- 
pear before the committee when he next 
Visits Atlanta. A letter notifying him of 
this action of the committee was forward- 
ed last night and it is probable the Cen- 
tral’s president will appear before the com- 
mittee at an early day, as he visits Atlanta 
often. 

The bridge committee has been author- 
ized by the council to negotiate with the 
railroad company about the matter and 
the result of the conference will be reported 
to the council. The committee will ask Mr. 
Comer to name a price he will sell the 
rignt of way for crossing purposes to the 
city and if he refuses to agree to allow 
he city to use the property for the pur- 
pose desired the committee may recom- 
mend that the council begin condemnation 
proceedings in the courts.

Morris and His Attorneys Expect To 
Establish His Innocence—Will 
Continue Two Days. ? 


This morning at Midville Frank Morrt:. 
ex-marsha! of that place, will bo arraigned 
for preliminary trial on the charge of 
murdering Joe Sprinz in May last. The 
case will be an interesting one, and it 
may continue today and tomorrow before 
a decision is reached as to whether Morris 
shall be bound over to the higher court 
for trial. 

Morris's attorneys feel confident they 
will be able to show that their client had 
no connection with the crime and that he 
should not be held to await the action 
of the grand jury. They assert that Mor- 
ris can explain every intimation that has 
been made connecting him with the crime 
and that the witnesses for the 6tate can 
be impeached without trouble. 

It will be the line of the defense to work 
eon the defensive, but if necessary Mor- 
ris’s attorneys will put witnesses on the 
Stand io prove that the character of the 
State's witnesses, who claim to have seen 
Morris leave Sprinz’s house about the time 
of the murder, is worthless and that they 
are not worthy of belief. Three negroes 
are said to be ready to testify that tney 
saw Morris in Sprinz’s yard and heard him 
talking to Sprinz a short time before the 
crime igs supposed to have been committed. 

One of the negroes is said to have ad- 
mitted that he was in another county on 
the night of the murder and cdu!d not have 
seen Morris in Midville. He now proposes 
to g6wear that he was in Midville. An- 
other witness is said to have a prejudice 
against Morris and anotner is alleged to 
be a worthless character unworthy of be- 
lief. 

Morris will be represented by Colonel 
Saffold and Mr. Scales.

Turfman McLean Suddenly Expires Baside 
a Racetrack, 


HEART DISEASE CAUSED IT 


His Fiily Taluca Ran First in a Great 
Speed Trial. 


RACING WAS STOPPED FOR THE DAY 


Oakley Track has a Sensational and 
Sed Sequel to a Hard 
Drive. 


Cincinnat!, July 29.—After watching his 
gallant filly Taluca win the Qhio stakes 
in the hardest kind of a drive, Dr. E. F. 
McLean, one of the best known horsemen 
on the American turf, was attacked by 
heart disease and died a short time after- 
wards at the Oakley race track this after- 
noon.

Huffman's horse, 
which finished second to Taluca, and after 
raving $30, the amount she was entered 
for, both animals were led to the McLean 
gtable, 

All during the run up Dr.

Chicago, LL, July 24.—The week closes. vp 
with very fine weather all over the eoun- 
try. It is true we have had some rain in 
the northwest, probably a little teo much 
The results of which we do not know as 
yet, but with this great big country of ours 
we have things ot present writing in pretty 
geod shape. The prospects were at the 
opening of the week thai we should see a 
very fine free movement of wheat, but it 
d}d not come this way, although the inter- 
state Movement was large, 2nd all the offer- 
ings were freely taken by millers for home 
consumption. 

The price of wheat has climbed again and 
receipts from Tarmers’ hands I think wi!] 
increase, Farmers always seem to like to 
sell on a declining market and in nine cases 


out of ten hola on rising markets. This is 
a condition which as yet has never been 
satisfactorily solved. The spring wheat 
crop is now in its most critical stage. It 
has all headed out, has filled and is going 
through ‘the stage af matucity. It needs 
cool, cloudy weather to bring it out in 
good shape. So far we have had no re- 


ports of anything but locai damage and 
favorable surroundings. 

As to corn, we canrot call this strictiyv 

corn weather. Although {n the southwest 
portion of the corn belt the temperature 
as heen high enough. Corn Is stili‘ late, 
and we shall need nearly sixty days yet 
pefore we shall have the e«rop ovt of the 
woy of danger from an early frost. 
The trade and country at large are begin- 
ning to think that a fair crop would be 
better for all irterests than another vump- 
er crop. 

We have still such o large percentage of 
the reserves of former years on hand that 
there is enough in sight today to carry us 
over to another crep even If our present 
prospects for an average crop were not 
renlized.—S. Thorrton K. Prime.

Chicago, July 29.—Markets were generally 
strong on the board of trade today. Wheat 
opened buoyant and after an intervening 
weak spell closed 1%ec higher. Corn gained 
Sc and oats tec. Provisions were fairiy 
petive and higher. Pork gained 12%2¢, lard 
1#c and ribs ic. 

Liverpool opened steady this morning in 
the face of Cnicago’s decline the day be- 
fore. That, with a continuance of strength 
et Paris and the large export purchases 
yesterday swept away the bearishness that 
had overcast the last half hour of the pre- 
vious session. September opened at from 
72M to 73%c, a rise of le per bushel. A good 
deal was offered at the advance for a 
minute or two, but when, about five min- 
utes from the start, the price touched 73'e, 
the sellers became scarce all at once and 
the price was rushed up to 73%4c. A cable- 
yram from Paris estimated that France 
would have to import 100,900,000 bushels of 
wheat this year. A New York message Was 
to the effect that the export takings of 
wheat yesterday would amount to 1,000,000 
bushels there and 200,009 bushels at outports, 
meaning probably for various dates of ship- 
ment this fall. The sale of 150,000 bushels 
of Kansas hard wheat for export was also 
made here yesterday. All these matters 
became known shortly after the opening, 
and, taken altogether, was quite sufficient 
to explain the strength of the early trad- 
ing. Chicago receipts were 172 cars, of 
which 116 were new. The Minneapolis and 
Duluth receipts were 877 cars, against 317 
tho year before, The total receipts at pri- 
n ory markets were 840,000 bushels compared 
with 566.9%) bushels last year. The excess 
of the primary market receipts is not very 
ercat considering the estimate of much 
larger crops this year, but much preponder- 
ence as there is this secson is all the bears 
have on which to gs2ll. What good they 
‘an make of a good weather report is 
seen in the decline which occurred about an 
hour and a half from the start. Tae price 
of September dropped at that period of 
the session to Tu%e and July, which soid 
es high as Tic, fell to 7543s. The market 
was steadier at the decline by New York 
telerrams sayirg 25 boat loads offered to 
the continent had been accepted.

WO APPEAL ALLOWED ON A DEMURRER 


City Will Make Answer to Pleadings 
of Company and Appeal from 
Another Decision Certain.

This mornit.¢ the attorneys for the city 
in the transfer case will hold a conference 
and agree upon a plan of action. The at- 
tcrneys will discuss the recent decision of 
Judge Newman and decide as to the proper 
ccurse to be pursued to appeal the case 
to the higher court, the circuit court of the 


United States. 

Judge James A. Anderson, city attorney; 
Judge J. T. Pendleton, assistant city ate 
tornev, and Messrs. King & Spalding, asso- 
clate counsel In the case, will meet tn Judge 
Anderson's office and talk over the ques- 
tion, and the attorneys will agree as to 
what the city shall plead in court in order 
tv get the case in a position where an 
appeal can be taken. 

Under the rules of practice In the United 
States court the city cannot appeal direct 
from the decision of Judge Newman at 
Asheville. That decision was made. on a 
demurrer filed by the city to the Consoll- 
dated’s pleadings against the transfer or- 
dinance. No decision Was made as to the 
reasonableness of the Consolidated’s claims 
ond the city will now have to file an an- 
swer to the pleadings of the corporation, 
setting forth its position that the street 
car company wil! not be injured by the 
transfer ordinance and that the pleadings 
are incorrect. The facts set forth by the 
company will be disputed and an attempt 
made to show that they are not facts in 
reality. 

When the city files its answer the case 
will then stand before the court just as it 
stood before the city filed its demurrer, 
which was overruled. The demurrer was 
filed for the purpose of throwing the ear 
companies pleadings out of the and 
letting the question stand on the legality 
of the transfer ordinance. The demurrer 
is now oui of the case and the cily has a 
right to make answer formally to the alie- 
gations of the car company, 

Of course this answer wil! be made in a 
formal way only and it is certain that the 
judges will sustain the former position as- 
sumed by ceciding directly on the case as 
This will then put the 
eti can be taken from the 
decision, the ru:e being that an eppeal can- 
not be taken from a decision on a demur- 
rer, but one can be taken from a dec'sion 
on the principal question involved. The 
principal question in this case now is one 
of equity, and when the court decides that 
the transfer ordinance is ifiegal the case 
Will then be where it can be appealed. In 
order to get the case in this position the 
city will file formal answer to the pieadings 
of the Consolidated and bondholders, 

When the court rules on the point 
che city will then p¥pare appeal papers and 
file them with tho circuit court, The case 
will probabiy be heard in New Orleans.
